LYNCHES'GS EV 1922. 


The Tuskegee Institute of Alabama reports that 57 persons were 


lynched in 1922 in the United States. This is an appalling record, yet it 
numbers seven less than the preceding year. Of the 57 thirty were taken 
from the hands of the law, 13 from jails and 17 from officers outside of 
jails.

The Institute's investigation shows that there were 5S instances in 


which officers of the law prevented lynching*. Fourteen of these were in 
northern and 44 were in southern states. 


Of the 57 persons lynched last year 51 were negroes and sis were 


whites. Nineteen or one-third of those put to death were charged with 
criminal assault. Six of the victims were burned to death four were put 
to death, then burned. Ohio fortunately is not included, in the list of the i 
following nine states in which lynchings-occurrecl: Alabama ' Arkansas 5 ' 
Florida 5. Georgia 11, Louisiana 3, Mississippi 9, Oklahoma l,' South Caro- 
lina 1, Tennessee 2, Texas IS.

cers now without fat jobs. 


But the trouble, e\en outside of 
Bavaria, is that the government is 
never sure it has accomplished its 
puyrpose 
It dissolved the Orgesch, 
a semi-mihtary society, and practi 
cally the next day there was form- 
ed a union of ex-members of the 
Orgesch.

Hohenzollerns give none. The exiled 
kaiser is too greedy; his sons too 
hard up.

"We are not radical. If I

legislation. I shall work for ample 
appropriations for our schools and 
better paid and qualified teachers. 
"As the daughter of a farmer, 
the wife and sister of lawyers, am 
the mother of children In public and 
higher schools, I shall also support 
measures that will benefit farming 
and oil industries. .Soldier bonus, a 
revised or new election law, simplifi 
cation^ of court procedure, free text 
books 'and a law providing that an 
tomobile taxes .shall be collected and 
expended by counties rather than 
the state, are other pieces of legis 
lation that will receive my support.'

It is gratifying to note that 65 


per cent of losses were less than 
$100, while 25 per cent did not ex- 
ceed 
$600. Carelessness 
leads in 
contributing to the fire loss. Of 
the known causes we can charge at 
least 75 per cent 
to 
carelessness 


and neglect. Alomst unbelieveable 
are the hazards created by automo- 
bile owners in using open flames 
such as matches and ^lanterns in 
close proximity to open gasoline 
tanks. Many calls have been made 
during year to subdue fires 
from 
these causes. 
Fire Drills—This important in- 
structive schooling in general fire 
duties was carried on during the 
year at regular periods of five weeks 
apart. The time between periods of 
drilling was lengthened in order to 
avoid taking apparatus from quar- 
ters too frequent as the men had 
become quite proficient in use of 
apparatus, tools, etc. 
This is one 


of the department's most important 
features and much good was de- 
veloped in educating the men to 
their duties.. 
Fire Prevention Inspections—The 


modern idea is to prevent fires be- 
fore they happen. 
This can best 


be accomplished by rigid and fre- 
quent inspections by the uniforrn- 
'ed force, and by an 
earnest co- 


operation on the part of the one 
whose place is inspected. 
I am 


pleased to state that much praise is 
due 
the 
merchants 
for 
their 


promptness in removing any con- 
gestion that would create a fire 
hazard. 
The low loss in mercan- 


tile buildings quite 
appropriately 


furnishes' the proof of the 
above 


statement. A clean premises means 
a stingy fire loss. 
The inspection 


zone was somewhat broadened dur- 
ing the year. This becomes neces- 
sary as the growth of the city in- 
creases. 
Inspections, 
at 
regular 


periods, of all basements and build- 
ings in mercantile district, was car- 
ried out with good results. In this 
manner many hazards were elimin- 
ated. ' Inspections, of 
churches, 
schools, factories, apartment build- 
ings, hospitals, etc. were cared for 
by chief of department on his days 
off duty. In this important work 
he reports the correction of num- 
erous hazards that eventually might 
cause a disastrous .fire. A general 
survey of all buildings above enum- 
erated is contemplated early in the 
new year. 


Fire Prevention Hints—Do not 


fill automobile tank while engine is 
running, or where there is a light- 
ed lantern or other 
oil light, or 


where a match is to be used as a 
measuring guide, or when the occu- 
pant or station tender is smoking. 
Sparks, cigar lights or open flame 
do not belong in a garagre, or an 
automobile that is being filled. An 
Ohio city prevents by ordinance 
smoking within thirty feet of a gas 
filling station. 
Among the causes 


of fires are: Gasoline, kerosene, rub- 
bish, matches, unprotected floors, 
ceilings and walls near stoves, and 
defective 
chimneys. 
Concerning 


these one should, remember that: 
Gasoline and kerosene are 
highly 


Inflammable and should be used 
only where it is impossible for 
*. 


flame to reach them. Attics, closets 
and basements should be kept free 
from rubbish. 
Matches should be 
taken from clothing before storing 
it awav, should be kept a safe dis- 
tance from heat, and always out of 
reach of the children. 
Floors un- 


der stoves should be protected by 
metal, and if stove or pipe is close 
to -walls or ceilinir" these should 
have protection. Keep kindling- and 
combustible material away from the 
furnace. Do not place ashes in 
wooden -containers, or empty them 
where they will come in 
contact 


with wood, outbuildings or fences. 
"Wall paper over flue opening makes 
a neat job, but also 'creates fires. 


Do not put off inspection of chim- 
ney until things happen. Keep the 
oil mop In 
its container. Never 


hurry the fire by pouring oil on it; 
this habit has hurried many into 
eternity. 
Keep a. wire screen be- 


•fore open wood or coal fires. Turn 
off current from electric Iron when 
through. A clean chimney with no 
cracks, and properly lined is a safe 
one. Soot will collect and soot and 
the shingle roof form

ing. 


In case fire does occur keep well 


in mind the Ninety-Nine telephone 
call. Impress this on the minds of 
all the family. When the girl an- 
swers keep as cool as possible and 
give the location intelligently. The 
department is powerless unless the 
proper location is received.

Honolulu — Approximately 
8,000 
children, mostly Japanese, now at-, 
tending alien language schools in

cease attending January 1, by th«
